As 
stated in the prior Office Action, Chung et al. is relied on|| solely for the general teaching of extending the securing means in the manner 
claimed. Applicant's arguments with respect to the references being required to be considered as a whole does little to dispute the 
obviousness of the rejection, since one of the main reasons that the securing means of Chung extends is for purposes of a user to operate 
the securing device with ease. Such a modification is not considered novel or nonobvious . 
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
